HEN A vorerR, in the city of New York, goes to exercise his high 
W and noble privilege of casting a freeman’s ballot, this is the way 

he does it. He goes to the polling-place, which is a dirty little 
room in the worst corner of his district —a tobacconist’s shop, most 
likely, or a news-dealer’s, for this great city can not afford any thing 
better. In front of the place is a row of little booths, of unpainted 
boards, covered with the flaring posters that announce the names of the 
candidates, The ticket-peddlers, as they are called, are supposed to 
stand in these booths; but they do not. ‘They loaf about outside, talk- 
ing among themselves or taking orders from the ward politicians. The 
voter pushes his way through a crowd of toughs, most of whom are more 
or less drunk, although the saloons appear to be closed.

The ticket-peddlers catch his eye. ‘‘ Ticket, boss?” He gets his 
little slips of paper and retires apart to study them and see that they are 
all right. He can not rely upon the ticket-peddlers ; what purports to be 
the “straight ——— ticket”? may be a ballot printed by the opposite 
party, so misspelled or so illegal in form that it will be thrown away as 
defective in the count. He picks out what he thinks is the right set of 
ballots. Perhaps he wishes to ‘‘scratch” a name or two. He must go 
into some shop and beg leave to use a pen and ink. At last he is all 
prepared, and again he approaches the polls. He is stopped at the door 
by a procession of five men in laborers’ clothes, who are closely followed 
and closely watched by a much better dressed man. Each of the five 
holds, prominently displayed in his fist, a bunch of ballots. ‘‘ Who are 
these men?” the voter inquires. ‘‘Oh,” says a bystander, ‘‘dat’s Mul- 
vany takin’ in dem felluz f’m de foundry. He ’s foreman dere, Mulvany 
is.”’ ‘*Hold yer fists up over ver heads, ye dom tarriers!” calls out 
Mulvany to his block of five. ‘‘ He sees dey don’t ring in no udder ballots 
on Aim, Mulvany does!” comments the bystander, admiringly. 
. * 





In his turn, the voter enters the polling-place. * Tt smells strongly of 
nalfburnt and wholly bad cigars. A row of ballot-boxes is ranged on a 
board in front of him; behind this are several men — inspectors of elec- 
tion, For some reason, inspectors of election are generally men of re- 
markable personal untidiness. ‘They add something to the atmosphere 
of the room. A policeman stands near by, twirling his club and looking 
bored. A man behind the ballot-boxes asks the voter’s name. ‘* John 
Smith, 999 East ggth street,” he repeats to the other man. They all 
look up the name in their registry lists. ‘‘ John Smith, goo East ggth?”’ 
inquires one. ‘*Na-a!” replies his colleague, ‘‘gg9. Can’t yer hear ?” 
He takes the voter’s ballots from him, and slips them into the ballot- 
boxes. ‘* Votes all!” he calls, or “‘ votes Assembly, Judisshery, City” 
—as the case may be. 

* “ - 

It is done. The voter feels a certain sense of disappointment. Is 
this all? Has he really voted for the men whom he hopes to make rulers 
of a great city and a great state? He stares at the ballot-boxes, ‘* Move 
along!”’ says the policeman; ‘‘you can’t stand here all day.”’ He goes 
out into the street. There he meets a procession of men in the garb of 
tramps, escorted by a second well-dressed man, ‘‘ Dat’s Reagan,” an- 
nounces the well-informed bystander. ‘‘He’s votin’ de bums f’m de 
lodgin’-houses.”” Our voter pushes his way out through the crowd. If 
he is lucky, he may see a rough-and-tumble fight in the street. He may 
even hear the crack of a revolver. If he is wise, he will go home. 

. = * 

This is the way in which a man casts his vote in New York City. 
With trifling variations, the same description would apply to the manner 
of voting in any large town. On the face of it, such a state of affairs 
calls for the introduction of some decent business-like and dignified system 
of balloting for candidates for office. The ‘‘system” which we employ 
to-day is practically no system at all. It does not even provide a secret 
ballot. Although the law in New York State — which is much more 
strict than the law in most states — orders that all the ballot-tickets shall 
be printed in one style, on one sort of paper, the law is systematically 
evaded, and slight differences are made in the printing of the tickets 
which make every ballot clearly recognizable to those who choose to study 
such subtle variations, 
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A bill providing for a better-ordered scheme of balloting was intro- 
duced into the New York Legislature last year, and was passed by that 
peculiar body, and was vetoed by Governor Hill, who found various de- 
fects in it. It was not strong enough, as a check upon corruption, to 
satisfy Mr. Hill’s mad, uncontrollable lust for Reform. Therefore, in 
the interest of the higher moralities, he vetoed it. Perhaps it is as well 
that he did. Our motives are not those of Governor Hill; but we should 
have been sorry to see a crucial experiment in ballot-reform tried in a 
state like New York. It is what is called a pivotal state; it has an 
enormous ignorant and illiterate vote; it supports a vast body of corrupt 
—and shrewdly corrupt — politicians. The politicians and their tools 
among the ignorant and illiterate would have worked together to bring 
the scheme into disgrace, and its failure, in so important a state, would 
have been a set-back to the cause of reform from which that cause would 
not have recovered in many years to come.

There is such a thing as being ‘‘ practical” in honest politics as well 
as in dishonest. We have no sympathy with the wild theorists who fancy 
that drunkenness can be wiped out by a constitutional amendment, or 
that a thoroughly corrupted civil service can be reformed in the space of 
four years. Such people are as pestilent a nuisance as the men who make 
a business of prostituting politics, and they are even more of an obstruc- 
tion to any real progress in the way of reform. Such people there are 
who have been thoughtlessly crying for the introduction of a scheme of 
ballot-reform in New York State, at a time when it would surely have 
been delivered into the hands of its enemies, to its certain ruin and dis- 
grace. We have no doubt that these people ,have thought us lukewarm 
in the cause, because we have not seen our way clear to giving them un- 
hesitating support. But it seems to us that the events of this Fall have 
justified us in our opinion that the experiment of systematic reform could 
best be tried in states where it had a fair chance of success. It has been 
tried in those states, and it has succeeded. It is now time to try it in 
New York; and now that the people know that the hope of an honest 
ballot is not a ‘‘barren ideality,” they will be willing to take hold of a 
rational system of reform, practice it, note its defects, its omissions, its 
weak points, and make their representatives labor faithfully to shape it to 
ultimate perfection.
